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FAIR BILL BY THE SENATE. 


Washington Fails to Got tho tho Colum­ 
bus Statue Amendm ent Through 
—Other Capital News. 


The 


W a s h in g to n , April 22.—The consid­ 
eration of the world’s fair bill was be­ 
gun in the Senate Monday, immediately 
after the morning hour, which had 
been devoted to general business. 
The question was upon the report of 
the Senate quadro-centennial committee 
and was called up by Gen. Hawley, who 
had been deputed by the Illinois Senat­ 
ors to represent the Chicago interest. 
The bill was read In full by the clerk. 
It differs from the House bill in these 
particulars: A new section known as No. 
8 is inserted as follows: 
“That the President is hereby empow­ 
ered and directed to hold a naval review 
in New York harbor in April, 1893, and 
to extend to foreign nations invitations 
to send ships of war to join the United 
States navy in rendezvous at Hampton 
Roads and proceed thence to said re­ 
view.” 
The President Is further directed and 
empowered to make arrangements for 
the unveiling ot a statue of Christopher 
Columbus at Washington with appropri­ 
ate ceremonies and a civic and military 
parade under his general direction, after 
the naval review and not less than five 
days before the opening of the expo­ 
sition, and to invite the attendance 
thereat of foreign representatives. 
The only other change is in the 
phrasing of the section relating to the 
guarantee fund, in which is inserted 
these words: 
“That the said commis­ 
sion shall he satisfied that the said cor­ 
poration has an actual, bonafide and 
valid subscription to its capital stock 
which will secure the payment of at 
least $5,000,000, 
“I wish to ask the Senate,” said Sena 
tor Hawley, “ to first 
consider 
the 
amendment regarding the 
guarantee 
fund.” 
“The chair hears no objection to this,” 
said the Vice-President, “and it is there­ 
fore adopted.” 
The amendment provided by section 
8 was then read. 
“ I want to ask Senator Hawley if 
statue Is to be erected at government 
expense?” 
“That was discussed,” replied Mr. 
Hawley, “but we did not wish to pro­ 
vide for it in the bill. 
There is a bill 
pending relating to this statue that will 
probably pass.” 
“But,” said Senator Hale, “might not 
this house obligate the government to 
erect this statue whether the bill you 
refer to passes or not?” 
“It seems to be assumed in some quar 
ters,” said Senator Vest, “that because 
the House has passed this bill the Sen 
ate ought to pass it. 
Against this as­ 
sumption I most positively protest. 
I 
have no doubt that this bill will pass 
the Senate by an overwhelming ma­ 
jority, hut if I can help it I do not 
propose 
that 
it shall pass without 
discussion 
by me. 
I do not wish 
to disturb the tranquility 
of 
the 
Senate or the 
city 
of 
Chicago, 
but I desire to repeat what I have 
previously declared, that I am 
op­ 
posed to this fair. 
I represent no city, 
or corporation, or interest 
I havo all 
along said that I was opposed to the fair, 
and my constituents have known from 
the beginning what I thought about it. 
We have no money for a spectacular af­ 
fair of this sort. The farmers of the 
country, struggling as they are under 
debts and mortgages, have no time or 
money for this business. I know that the 
municipality of Chicago offers $10,000,- 
000 for the expenses of the fair, hut $1,- 
500,000 piust he paid by the government. 
That $1,500,000 we can not afford to 
spend.” 
“I am not,” said the speaker in con­ 
clusion, “against Chicago. 
There are 
many reasons that if this fair is tp be 
held it should be held in Chicago. 
The 
city best typifies the immense commer­ 
cial resources of the new world; the 
palace of the millionaire and the hut of 
the laborer stand side by side in that 
city and bring out most clearly the 
deadly methods of our trusts and com­ 
bines 
and 
money 
rings. 
If 
the 
farmer is to go to any 
city 
to 
see a fair I want him to go to Chicago. 
I as a Senator can not give any support 
to this bill. 
I do not believe that 
the fair will he a success there. 
It is 
without the propinquity of population 
that Philadelphia had in 1876. 
It repre­ 
sents neither the East nor the West. 
I 
think also that it comes too soon after 
the Paris exposition of 
last year. 
I 
know we are not responsible for the 
failure of the fair; that Chicago alone 
will take care of that; that Chicago has 
put up $10,000,000 for this purpose. If 
this fair goes to Chicago we are responsi­ 
ble for it. 
The honor of the nation 
and of the government is at stake and 
lf the fair goes to Chicago I am willing, 
although opposed to it, to vote the 
last dollar in the treasury to make 
a success of it. 
The country does 
not want this fair and it never has 
asked for it. 
Tho scheme for It first 
originated in the capacious brain of 
riug of Washington real-estate specula­ 
tors. That is where it first begun. 
Another thing, the time has come to 
amuse the people with shows and spec­ 
tacles in order that they may not see the 
maladies that are fastened upon our 
country. It is hoped to conceal the in­ 
terior and personal distress that abounds 
in our country. 
I propose to vote 
against a bill for the purpose of giving a 
great spectacular showing.” 
Mr. Hawley replied to Senator Vest 
and spoke of the national advnntages of 
such a fair as was proposed. 
Mr. Blair opposed the proposition of 
holding a naval review as fostering the 
spirit of war. That accursed institu­ 
tion, the badge of savagery—infernal 
war—should be abolished, and this coun­ 
try was strong enough to initiate the era 
of peace. 
He offered an amendment em­ 
powering the President to hold an exhi­ 
bition of the public schools and a review 
of the public school children in Chicago 
He also offered an amendment for the 
erection of a statue in memory of Queen 
Isabella of Spain. 
Mr. Sherman differed from the Sen­ 
ator from Missouri (Mr. Vest), believing 
that the fair would he more than a 
“show.” Never had a great national ex­ 
hibition beeen held that had not been of 
vast benefit to the nation which held it. 
i Mr. Blair's amendments were rejected. 
' Mr. Hoar moved to amend by striking 
out the provision as to the Columbus 
statue. 
• 
After further discussion Mr. Hoar’s' 
amendment to strike out the provision 
as to the statue of Columbus was agreed 
to; and the remainder of the amendment, 
providing for a naval review was agreed 
to—yeas 25, nays 37. 
Mr. Blair moved to add to the first 
section a provision that no intoxicating 
liquors, wines, or beer shall he sold to 
he used as a beverage within the limits 
of the exposition grounds, and made a 
short speech in support of it. 
Mr. Butler thought that was a mat- 
v 
which might sale Iv be left to the 


people of Chicago and" therefore mo cd 
to lay the amendment on the table. The 
motion was agreed to—-yeas 33, nays 15. 
The negative votes were by Allison, 
Blackburn, 
Blair, Chandler, Dawes, 
Dixon, Dolph, George, Hampton, Hoar, 
Mitchell, Moody, 
Platt, Plumb, and 
Sanders. 
The bill, which had been under con­ 
sideration as in committee of the whole, 
was then reported to the Senate, and 
the vote was again taken by yeas and 
nays on the amendment for a naval re­ 
view. 
The vote 
resulted—yeas. 27; 
nays, 25; so the provision remains in 
the bill. The bill was then passed— 
yeas, 43; nays, 13. 
The negative vote 
a was by Senators Barbour, Berry, Black­ 
burn, Cockrell, Coke, George, Hampton, { 
Morgan, Pugh, Reagan, Vest, Vance, 
and Walthall. 
A committee of conference on toe 
disagreeing votes was asked and Messrs. 
Hawley, Farwell, and Vance were ap­ 
pointed conferrees on the part of the 
Senate.

Abandon 
Pan-American Delegates 
Their Proposed Southern Tour. 
W a sh in g to n , April 22.—The Secre­ 
tary of State has telegraphed Capt. 
Rourke, in charge of the special train 
that was carrying the Pan-Americans on 
their Southern tour, to return to Wash­ 
ington from Richmond. 
This was done 
because so few of the delegates desired 
to make the excursion. 
Thirteen of the foreign delegates ac­ 
cepted the invitation, hut only two of 
them, Dr. Martinez Silva of Colombia 
and Dr. Zegarra of Peru, left Washing­ 
ton with the party. Tho others sent 
letters of regret, giving various reasons 
for withdrawing their acceptances. 
Some were detained by 
important 
business, some were called to New York 
by telegraph, others had decided to sail 
at once for their homes, and the rest 
were ill or too tired to make the jour­ 
ney. 
Several promised to join the ex­ 
cursion at Richmond to-day, but were 
unable to do so and the Secretary of 
State decided that the number of those 
going would not justify the expense of 
the journey which would cost as much 
as if the entire conference had gone; the 
whole outlay would probably have been 
$10,000. 
The Secretary said he sincerely re­ 
gretted that the commercial organiza­ 
tions and the citizens of the South who 
had made preperations to entertain the 
delegates had to be disappointed, but he 
felt that they would appreciate the cir­ 
cumstances which compelled the aban­ 
donment of the excursion. The foreign 
delegates have now been in this country 
for seven months and some of them even 
longer, and are anxious to return to 
their homes as soon as possible. 
They 
are grateful for the hospitality extended 
them and very much regret that they 
cannot accept it. 


WORK 
IN THE 
HOUSE. 


The Conference Report on the Oklahoma 
Bill Agreed To. 
W a s h in g to n , April 21.—Mr. Struble 
of Iowa submitted the conference report 
on the bill to provide a temporary 
government for the territory of Okla­ 
homa. 
The bill as agreed upon changes 
the boundaries of the proposed territory 
of Oklahoma so as to exclude from the 
territorial limits what is known as the 
Cherokee outlet. 
It is provided, how­ 
ever, that as soon as the Indian claim to 
thts outlet is extinguished it shall be­ 
come a part of the territory of Oklahoma 
without further legislation, and that the 
lands therein, shall he opened to settle­ 
ment as other lands in the said territory. 
It is also provided that jurisdiction to 
enforce the laws of the United States in 
the Cherokee outlet shall he conferred 
upon the Supreme and District courts of 
the Territory of Oklahoma. 
The read­ 
ing of the report occupied an hour and 
a half. 
After quite a long discussion Mr. 
Struble demanded the previous question 
upon the report, which was ordered and 
the report was adopted. 
The bill appropriating $333,500 to pro­ 
vide necessary vaults and safeguards for 
the security of the public ir.anev in the 
custody of the United States treasurer 
was passed. 
Mr. Morrill moved that the rules be 
suspended and the bill passed to pension 
prisoners of war. 
Messrs. Tarnsey and 
Cummings opposed the bill and Messrs. 
Hopkins, Boothman, 
Cutchcon, Ken­ 
nedy, Morse and Morrill spoke in its 
favor. 
The motion to suspend the rules and 
pa«9 the bill was defeated—yeas 143, 
nays 78; not the necessary two-thirds. 


C h icag o , April 23.—“The eight hour 
day is the sole idea now being consider­ 
ed by the labor world,” said Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor this morning. 
“In the history of social and econom­ 
ic movements of the world there has 
not been one which received at once 
and complete the same sympathy and 
support that hasbeen 
accorded to the eight- 
hour movement. 
It 
has covered Europe, 
and on May I the 
working 
population 
of that continent will 
demand 
t h e eight 
sa m k u l gom pekr. hour day. 
“The 
labor organizations 
of this 
country are devoted solely to this one 
idea. 
We think we can do one thing at 
a time better than a multiplicity of 
things. To the end of obtaining tho 
eight-hour work day we are concentra­ 
ting all our energies, all our ability, 
and all our intelligence. 
“ We want the eight-hour day for 
several reasons. 
We want it because it 
will improve tho condition of those em­ 
ployed and afford employment to thous­ 
ands now idle, and because It will give 
us time to think. 
Whllo we are ac­ 
complishing this we can consider wliAt 
improvement it will ho host to next 
effect. 
We are doing it with the least 
possible injurious results to business or 
commerce. 
We do not want to stop the 
wheels of industry. 
We want to help 
them work more smoothly. 
We want to 
remove Instead of increase friction. 
“So we proceed by degrees. 
We havo 
singled out the eight-hour day as the first 
thing to ho attained. 
Then we have se­ 
lected only one trade for which at first 
this Improvement must be secured. 
Wo 
have chosen the carpenters as the first 
craft for which to win this benefit. When 
the carpenters shall have won we shall 
demand it for the miners and mlne- 
lahorers. 
Then other trades will be 
I taken up and pushed forward. 
In this 
way the entire change of the industrial 


I system to the eight-hour day shall have 
been accomplished with the least effect 
on the country’s business. 
“There is no doubt of the success of 
the movement, 
In the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor, to which by common 
consent the eight-hour movement is 
granted, there are 630,000 members. 
In the movement besides these there 
are more than enough to bring the force 
to 1,000,000 men. 
“The movement for the eight-hour 
day Is on a different basis now from it9 
status Ll 1886. Then we had an army 
of enthusiastic raw recruits. 
New we 
have a force of cool, trained veterans. 
The movement of 1866 was chaotic, dis­ 
integrated. unsystematic. 
To-day it is 
methodical, organized, prepared. 
“We have made great advances since 
1886. The best of these is that we have 
educated the educated. 
Intelligent men 
no longer believe that the adoption of 
the eight-hour day means social and 
economic revolution. 
The unskilled la­ 
borer has not been forgotten. 
Every 
reduction of the hours of labor, every 
advance of wages secured by the skilled 
laborer redounds to the benefit of tho 
unskilled class just as much as that of 
those for whom these advantages are 
ostensibly obtained. 
“We will secure the eight-hour day for 
the workmen of the world—not if it 
takes all summer—hut if it takes the 
rest of our lives.” 


The Organizer of the Oklahoma Move* 
m eat Expires—Adams In Jail. 
G u th r ie , 
I. T., April 
22.—Capt, 
Couch, an old pioneer and widely known 
as the organizer of the Oklahoma move­ 
ment, died at 3 o'clock yesterday morn­ 
ing. 
His demise was the result of a 
wound inflicted by J. C. Adams with a 
Winchester rifle April 4. 
When it be­ 
came known that Capt. Couch could not 
live twenty-four hours a party was or-1 
ganized to lynch Adams. 
United States J 
Marshal Walker was informed of this 
and hoarded a train with tho prisoner 
for Wichita, where Adams was placed 
in jail. 
Adams was formerly from Springfield, 
111., and he and Couch had been quar­ 
reling ever since last May over a claim. 1 
Capt. Couch, after tho death In 1884 
of Col. Payne, the original Oklahoma 
boomer, became the leader and cham­ 
pion of tho movement. 
He lead several 
raids on the Territory, and on one occa­ 
sion it took a large forco of cavalry to 
dislodge him and his companions from 
their posts near Stillwater. 
The captain 
was to have taken part to-morrow In tho 
celebration of the first anniversary of 
the opening of the country to settle­ 
ment. 
W ic h ita , 
Ran., April 22. — J. C. 
Adams, who shot Capt. Couch, was eat­ 
ing supper In his cell last evening when 
lie was Informed of the captain’s death. 
On hearing the news ho laughed aloud, 
exclaiming: 
“ I am glad of it.”

OUT OF HIS CELL. 


Charles E. Kincaid, Who K illed Taulbee, 
Adm itted to Ball. 
W a sh in g to n , April 22.—In the Su­ 
preme court of the District of Columbia, 
Charles E. Kincaid, the journalist who 
has been in jail here waiting trial for 
the killing at the capitol of ex-Rcpre- 
sentative Taulbee of Kentucky about 
two months ago, was admitted to bail 
by Judge Bingham in the sum of $20,000 
which was promptly furnished by R. J. 
Wynne of the Cincinnati Commercial 
Gazette, F. A. Richardson of the Balti­ 
more Sun, D. A. Windsor, J. R. Young 
and John Paul Jones. 
The ground of tho motion for bail was 
that owing to his ill health close confine­ 
ment in jail pending his trial would re­ 
sult disastrously and perhaps fatally to 
the defendant. 
C. Maurice Smith and 
Jere Wilson of Washington, Senator 
Voorhees of Indiana, and Gen. Grosven­ 
or of Ohio represented Mr. Kincaid. 


To Abolish Assistant Treasurers. 
W a sh in g to n , April 22.—Senator Far 
well has introduced a bill to repeal all 
parts of the revised statutes relating to 
the appointment of Assistant United 
States Treasurers and to provide that 
all the revenues of the government now 
on deposit in the treasury and subtreas­ 
uries of the United States and all rev­ 
enues hereafter collected shall be de­ 
posited in such National banks and oth­ 
er banking institutions as may he from 
time to time selected by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 
The Secretary shall 
receive from such banks aud Institu­ 
tions ample and adequate security for 
the safe keeping of the public revenues. 


Trade and Labor Assemblies Decide to 
Make a Demonstration. 
C hicago, April 22.—Joint committees 
of the Trade and Labor Assembly and 
the Central Labor Union at a meeting 
last night prepared the following ad­ 
dress to the workingmen of Chicago: 
“May I, 1890, has been set apart by 
the American Federation of Labor as 
the date when the general demand by 
organized labor shall be made for an 
eight-hour work day. 
The Trade and 
Labor Assembly and the Central Labor 
Union of Chicago, desirous of keeping 
pace with the workers elsewhere, have 
decided to hold a monster parade and 
demonstration on May I in favor of the 
eight.hour movement. Workingmen of 
Chicago, do your duty and make this an 
international affair, and a grand success.

*Ve believe that the enjoy­ 
ment of life by oar employe: I is greatly 
increased tbrongh the extra tune which 
they have at their aispf a1, and are 
pleased to cote what we believe to be a 
general improvement in the well-being 
of ell. We doubt veiy much if we shall 
suffer any loss,in the loDg ran, on ac­ 
count of shorter boars or higher wages, 
as we believe that both are conducive to 
increased efficiency and intelligence. 
It will be difficult to determine at this 
time tbe result of tbe strike in Chicago. 
Ho far tbe strikes in the United States 
tor tbe adoption of the eight hoar sys­ 
tem have not been generally successful. 
It Is a radical movement, and a very bold 
one when it is coupled with the demand 
that the strikers shall have too hours’ pay 
for eight bears’ work. 
Should the 
Chicago strikers succeed similar strikes 
will take place in other large cities. To 
a great many mechanics the height hoar 
system coaid be belpfal in many ways 
bat to thous ands of others it woald be 
little less than a curse. To the man of 
sobriety, diligence, and economy, it will 
be a bleating, to men of contrary habits, 
no possible good oan coms out of it.

Brooklyn, N. Y., April 21— In the 
Academy of Music Sunday a large au­ 
dience gathered to listen to the Rev. 
T. De Witt Talmage, D. D.f who spoke 
to his people from a text found in the 
fifth verse of the eleventh chapter of 
the gospel of S t Matthew: 
“The 
blind receive their sight, and the lame 
walk, the lepers are cleansed, and the 
deaf hear.” The preacher spoke as 
follows: 
“Doctor,” I said to a distinguished 
surgeon, “do you not get worn out with 
Constantly seeing so many wounds and 
broken bones and distortions of the 
human body?” “Oh, no,” he answered, 
“all that is overcome by my joy In cur­ 
ing them.” A sublimer or more merci­ 
ful art never came down from heaven 
than the art of surgery. Catastrophe 
and disease entered the earth so early 
that one of the first wants of the world 
was a doctor. 
Our crippled and agon­ 
ized human race called for surgeon and 
family physician for many years before 
they came. 
The first surgeons who an­ 
swered this call were ministers of re­ 
ligion, namely, the Egyptian priests. 
And what a grand thing if all clergy­ 
men were also doctors, all D. D.’s were 
M. D. a, for there are so many cases 
where body and soul need treatment at 
the same time, consolation and medi­ 
cine, theology and therapeutics. As the 
first surgeons of the world were also 
ministers of religion, may these two 
professions always bo in full sympathy! 
But under what disadvantages the 
early surgeons worked, from the fact 
that the dissection of the human body 
was forbidden, first by the pagans and 
then by the early Christians! Apes, 
being the brutes most like the human 
race, were dissected, but no human 
body might be unfolded for physiolog­ 
ical and anatomical exploration, and 
the surgeons had to guess what was 
inside the temple by looking at the 
outside of it. 
If they failed in any 
surgical operation they wore perse­ 
cuted and driven out of the city, as 
was Archagathus because of his bold 
and unsuccessful attempt to save a pa­ 
tient. 
But the world from the very begin­ 
ning kept calling for surgeons, and 
their first skill is spoken of in Genesis, 
where they employed their art for the 
incisions of a sacrod rite, God making 
surgery the predecessor of baptism; 
and we see it again in II. Kings, where 
Ahaziah, the monarch, stepped on 
some cracked lattice work in the pal­ 
ace, and it broke, and he fell from the 
upper to the lower floor, and he was so 
hurt that he sent to tho village of 
Ekron for aid; and Esculapius, who 
wrought such wonders of surgery that 
ha was deified, and temples were built 
for his worship at Pergamos; and Kpi- 
daurus and Podelirius introduced for 
the relief of tho world phlebotomy; 
and Damocedes cured the dislocated 
ankle of King Darius, and the cancer 
of his Queen; and Hippocrates put suc­ 
cessful hand on fractures, and intro­ 
duced amputation; and Praxagoras re­ 
moved obstructions; and Herophilus 
began dissection; and Erasistratus re­ 
moved tumors; and Celsus, the Roman 
surgeon, removed cataract from the 
eye, and used the Spanfsh fly; and He- 
liodorus arrested disease of the throat; 
and Alexander of Tralles, treated the 
eye; and Rhazas cauterized for the pre­ 
vention of hydrophobia; and Percival 
Pott came to combat discases of tho 
spine; and in our own century we have 
had a Roux and a Lauray in France, an 
Astley Cooper and an Abernethy in 
Great Britain, and a Valentine Mott 
and Willard Parker, and Samuel D. 
Gross in America, and a galaxy of liv­ 
ing surgeons as brilliant as their pre­ 
decessors. 
What mighty progress in 
the baffling of dijease since the crip­ 
pled and sick of ancient times were 
laid along the streets, that people who 
had ever been hurt or disordered In the 
same way might suggest what had bet­ 
ter be done for the patients; and the 
priests of olden time, who were con­ 
stantly suffering from colds received 
In walking barefoot over the temple 
pavements, had to prescribe for them­ 
selves, and fractures were considered 
so far beyond all human cure that in­ 
stead of calling in the surgeons the 
people only invoked the gods! 
But the world wanted a surgery with­ 
out pain. Dra. Parre and Hickman and 
Simpson and Warner and Jackson, with 
their amazing genius, came on, and 
with their anaesthetics benumbed the 
patient with narcotics and ethers as 
the ancients did with hasheesh and 
mandrake, and quieted him for awhile, 
but at the return of consciousness dis­ 
tress returned. 
The world has never 
seen but 
one surgeon who could 
straighten the crooked limb, cure the 
blind eye, or reconstruct the drum of a 
soundless ear. or reduce a dropsy, 
without any pain at the time, or any 
pain after, and that surgeon was Jesus 
Christ tho mightiest, grandest, gen­ 
tlest, and most sympathetic surgeon 
the world ever saw or ever will see; 
and He deserves the confidence and 
love and worship and hosanna of all 
the earth and hallelujahs of all heaven. 
The blind receive their sight, and the 
lame walk; the lepers are cleansed, 
and the deaf hear.” 
I notice this Surgeon had a fondness 
for chronic cases* Many a surgeon, 
when he has had a patient brought to 
him, has said: 
“Why was not this at­ 
tended to five years ago? You bring 
him to me after all power of recupera­ 
tion Is gone. 
You have waited until 
there is a complete contraction of the 
musolcs and false ligatures and formed, 
and ossification has taken place. 
It 
ought to have been attended to long 
ago.” But Christ the Surgeon seemed 
to prefer inveterate cases. 
One was a 
hemorrhage of twelve years and he 
stopped it. Another was a cripple of 
thirty-eight years, and he walked out 
well. The eighteen-year patient was a 
woman bent almost double. 
If you 
could call a convention of all the sur­ 
geons of all the centuries, their com­ 
bined skill could not cure that body so 
drawn out of shape. 
Perhaps they might stop it from get­ 
ting any worse, perhaps they might 
contrive braces by which she might be 
made more comfortable, but it is, hu­ 
manly speaking, incurable. Yet this di­ 
vine Surgeon put both his hands on her 
and from that doubled up posture she 
began to rise, and the empurpled face 
began to take on a healthier hue. and 
the muscles began to relax from their 
rigidity and the spinal column begau to 
adjust Itself, and the cords of the neck 
began to be more supple, and the eyes 
that could see only the ground before 
now looked into toe face of Christ with 
gratitude and up toward heaven in 
transport 
Straight! After eighteen 
weary and exhaustive years, straight! 
The pose, the gracefulness, the beauty 
of healthy womanhood reinstated*. 


The Thirty-otgnt years*' case was a 
man who lay on a mattress near tho 
m.neral baths at Jerusalem. 
There 
were five apartments where lame peo­ 
ple were brought so that they' could 
get the advantage of these mineral 
baths. 
The stone basin of the bath is 
still visible, although the waters have 
disappeared, probably through some 
convulsion of nature, the bath 120 feet 
long, forty feet wide and eight feet 
deep. 
Ah, poor man; if you have been 
lame and helpless thirty-eight years, 
that mineral bath cannot restore vou. 
Why, thirty-eight years is more than 
the average of human life! 
Nothing 
but the grave will cure you. 
But 
Christ the Surgeon walks along these 
baths, and I have no doubt passes by 
some patients who have been only six 
months disordered, or a year, or five 
years, and comes to the mattress of 
the man who has been nearly four 
decades helpless, and to this thirty- 
eight years1 invalid said: 
“Wilt thou 
be made whole?” 
The question asked, not because the 
Surgeon did not understand the pro­ 
tractedness, the desperateness of the 
case, but to evoke the man’s pathetic 
narrative: 
“Will 
thou 
be 
made 
wholeP” “Would you like to get well?” 
“Oh, yes,” says the man, “that is 
what I came to these mineral baths 
for; ] have tried everything. All the 
surgeons have failed, and all the pre­ 
scriptions have proved valueless, and 
I have got worse and worse, and I can 
neither move hand or foot or head. 
Oh, if I could only be free from this 
pain of thirty-eight years!” Christ 
the Surgeon could not stand that 
Bending over the man on the mattress 
and in a voice tender with all sympa­ 
thy but strong with all omnipotence 
He says, “Rise!” 
And the invalid 
instantly scrambles to his knees, and 
then put out his right foot, then his 
left foot and then stood upright as 
though he had not been prostrated. 
While he stands looking at the Doctor 
with a joy too much to hold, the Doc­ 
tor says: “Shoulder this mattress, for 
you are not only well enough to walk, 
but well enough to work and start out 
from these mineral baths, 
Take up 
thy bed and walk!” 
Oh, what a Sur­ 
geon for chronic cases then and for 
chronic cases now! 
This is not applicable so much to 
those who are only a little hurt of sin, 
and only for a short time, but to those 
prostrated 
of 
sin 
twelve years, 
eighteen years, thirty-eight 
years’. 
Here is a Surgeon able to give im­ 
mortal health. 
“Oh,” you say, “I am 
so completely overthrown and tramp­ 
led down of sin that I cannot rise.” 
Are you flatter down than this patient 
at the mineral baths? 
No. 
Then 
rise, 
In tho name of Jesus of Naza­ 
reth, the Surgeon who offers you His 
hand of help, Ibid thee rise. Not cases 
of acute sin, but of chronic sin—those 
who have not prayed for thirty-eight 
years, those who have not been “ to 
church for thirty-eight years, those 
who have been gamblers, or libertines, 
or infidels, or atheists, or all those 
together, for thirty-eight years. 
A 
Christ for exigencies! A Christ for a 
dead lift! A Surgeon who never loses 
a case. 
In speaking of Christ as a surgeon, 
I must consider Him as an oculist, or 
eye doctor, and an aurist, or car doc­ 
tor. ^ Was there ever such another 
oculist? That He was particularly 
sorry for the blind folks. I take from 
tho fact that tho most of His works 
was with the diseased optical nerves. 
I have not time to count up the num­ 
ber of blind people mentioned who got 
His cure. Two blind men in one house, 
also one who was born blind; so that 
it wa* not removal of a visual ob­ 
struction, but the creation of the c o r ­ 
nea, and ciliary muscles, and crystal­ 
line lens, and retina, and optical nerve, 
and tear gland; also tho blind man of 
Bethsaida, cured by the saliva which 
the Surgeon took from the tip of His 
own tongue and put upon his eyelids; 
also two blind men who sat by the 
wayside. 
In our civilized lands we 
have blindness enough, the ratio fear­ 
fully increasing, according to tho state­ 
ment of Boston and New York and 
Philadelphia oculists, because of* the 
reading of morning and evening news­ 
papers on the jolting cars by the 
multitudes who live out of the city and 
come in on business. 
But in the lands where this Divine

No ether or chloroform or 
cocaine ever made one so superior tc 
distress a9 a few drops of that magnifi­ 
cent anodyne: “All who love God:” 
“Weeping may endure for a night, 
but joy cometh in the morning.” 
What a grand thing for our poor 
human race when this Surgeon shall 
have completed the treatment of all 
the world’s wounds! 
The day will 
come when there will bo no hospitals, 
for there will be no more sick, and ne 
more eye and ear infirmaries, for their 
will be no more blind or deaf, and no 
more deserts, for the round earth shall 
be brought under arboriculture, and 
no more blizzards or sunstroke, for 
the atmosphere will be more ex pur. 
gated of scorch and chill, and no more 
war, for the swords will come out of 
the furnace bent into pruning hooks. 
While in the heavenly country 
we 
shall see those who were tho victims 
of accident or 
malformation. 
oi 
hereditary ills on earth, becomo the 
athletes in elysian fields. 
Vt ho is that man with such brilliant 
eyes close before the throne? Why, 
ho is tho man who, near Jericho, was 
blind, and our Surgeon cured his op. 
thalmia! Who is that erect and grace­ 
ful and queenly woman before tho 
throne? That i9 tho ono whom our 
Surgeon found bent almost double, and 
could in no wiso lift up herself, and 
He made her straight.
